I. Summary: 

This legislation re-creates the Crimes Compensation Trust Fund without modification, effective 
upon becoming a law.  The Crimes Compensation Trust Fund, FLAIR #41-2-149,  is 
administered by the Department of Legal Affairs.  This fund was created by Chapter 98-370. 

II. Present Situation: 

The receipts of the Crimes Compensation Trust Fund are expended for operating costs incurred 
by the department in executing the “Florida Crimes Compensation Act,” service to victims 
suffering property loss, service to victims of sexual assault, and victim service programs 
provided at the appellate and trial court levels.   

III. Effect of Proposed Changes: 

This bill re-creates the trust fund without modification.
